FOREIGN. NEWS. . : 
Friday arrived the Mails from Flanders aud Holland. 
Lisbon, May 25. ; 
HE Portugwefe Monks of the Order of St. Francis, 
who are in the Levant, have fent us the following 
Purticulars of the State of the Cathalic Religion in that 
Country. The Monks of that Order,. who have a Convent 
at Bethiebem, finding themfelves expofed to the Incurfions 
of the Arabs, who often exacted from them very great 
Contributions, thought fit. to furround theirConvent with a 
very high and very thick Wall; but the Zarks, difgufted at 
this Novelty, fet Fire to the fame, and foon reduced it 
to Afhes. The Monks of the fame Order at Sayda, in 
Syria, begin to enjoy much Liberty, the Governor having 
permitted them to build an Hofpital, and fome other Rdifi- 
ces, They have likewife built a Church at Rama in Fudea, 
noiwithitanding the Oppofition of the Greeks, who leave 
no Stone unturned to render thofe Monks’ odious to the 
overnment, by infinuating that thofe Buildings are more 
like Fortreffes than Convents; and it already appears that 
thofe Infinuations have made fome Impreflion on the Minds 
of the Minifters of the Porte, feeing that thofe Monks have 
not yet been able to obtain Leave to build a great Church 
at Arnica in the Iland of Cyprus, where the Number of 
the Casholics is very confiderablepy tho’ the Materials for 
building that Church have been got ready above two Years. 
we—They add, that the Arabs {till make the Roads in 
thofe Countries very unfafe, plundering chiefly the Pilgrims 
and Clergy, who come in Pilgrimage to the Holy Sepul- 
cher; fo that they are obliged to go a dreadful Way about, 
and by Night to travel over pathlefs Mountains, hiring 
Turks for Guides and Convoys. The Arabs meeting fome 
Francifcan Monks coming from Nazareth, on the 1th of 
September laft, robbed them of all they had, and much 
wounded one of them in the Side with a Lance. 
Extrndt of a Letter from Petersburg, dated July 18. 0. S. 
You undoubtedly have heard of the Country hereabouts 
being in Flames in many Places, fo I will acquaint you 
with what I can gather from the moft authentic Accounts 
im relation to it. About a Month or fix Weeks ago, by 
fome Accident, the Brufh-wood and dry Grafs fomewhere 
about Abo in Finland caught Fire, which fpread itfelf, and 
has continued travelling and increafing ever fince, and has 
burnt al] the Way to Slueyfenburg: At this Place we firit 
found the Effeéts of it about three Weeks pat, by the Air's 
cing very hazy, and full of Smoke, which continues fo, 
and to fo great a Degree, that generally we cannot fee any 
thing half crofs the River, even at Noon-Day. The fame 
er has happened towards Nowegrod, and other Parts 
o Country, particularly on the New Road, where all 
pork Brufh-wood and dry Grafs is, and even the Bridges 
’ Nhe ay have been burnt for 60 or 70 Ver/ts together 
pecan reg Courfe deftroyed many Villages: It is now all 
the upper Part of this Town, being not above two 





or three Ver/ts from the Monaitery on one Side, and at Oda 
on the other Side the River. They have dug Ditches 
round Siferseck and other Places, to prevent its coming to 
them, and for thefe 10 or 12 Days z or 3000 Men have 
een detached to put a Stop to it, but hitherto inef.@ually : 
Che Reafon of its fpreading and continuing is the exceed- 
ing long dry Seafon we have hid, which is fuch as has not 
heen known, in the Memory of Man.

Jamaica, Funeg. The Spaniards, who, during the late 
Rupture with Spain, infefted our Trade by Privateers, {till 
continue it, by the fame Vefiels which they now. call 
Guarda Coffa’s, and from whom none that fall into their 
Hands can have the Jeaft Chance of efcaping, of which we 
have many Initances : Among others, we have juit receiv- 
ed, from §. Dominzo in Hi/paniola, the two following, viz. 

The Dolphin, Fafper Morris Mafter, bound from Barba- 
does to London, was taken on the roth of June 1728, very 
near that Ifland, by a commiffioned Veffe] from S. Domin- 
go, to Which Place fhe was carried, and her Chief Mate 
continued on board her, and ufed his utmoft Endeavours to 
get her releafed ; but after long Sollicitation, and a formal 
Procefs, the Prefident and Judges of that Place ordered the 
Ship and Cargo to be fold, and the Money produced there 
by to be depofited in tite King of Spain’s Chelt, from 
whence it cannot be removed before an Appeal is made te 
the King, who is feldom applied to on fuch Accounts ; the 
Expence and Trouble, and little Succefs attending fuch 
Appeals, difcouraging any farther Attempts: A remarkable 
Proof is to be met with in the Cafe of the Auna Maria, 
Capt. Zames Phelps, which was taken in the Year 1725, in 
her Paflage from this Ifland for Briffol, and carried into 
Cuba. There was not the leait Pretence for detaining her, 
and fhe was adjudged not lawful Prize ; but the Owners of 
the Guarda Coffa found Intereft with the Governor, to 
have the Ship and Cargo fold, and the Money depofited to 
the King’s Cheft, and not withftanding the Concerned have 
applied in the moft regular Manner for Reftitution, they 
have not yet obtained itme_-The Robert of Brifful, Capt. 
Story King,bound from Guinea and Barbadses with Negroes 
for this Ifland, was taken by a Guarda Coffa, and carried 
into §. Domingo, in April 1729: They fearched her, and 
found no Circumftance by which they could procure a 
Condemnation, but bringing her Crew afhore, and making 
them Prifoners, they placed about 125 Pieces of Eight 
in her, and under Pretence, that this Money was received 
for Negroes fold on their Coaft, the Prefident and Judges 
gave Sentence, condemning her as good Prize; but allowed 
of an Appeal to the Court of Spain——_The Bufinefs of 
Guarda Coafting has proved fo beneficial, as to encourage 
the fitting them eut from moft Parts of New-Spain; and 
under the Sanction of their Commiffions, they commit all 
Sorts of Piracy. Some Ships and Veflels which they have 
taken, they have difpofed of without any ‘Ceremony, in 
fuch Parts of New-Spain as would give them leaft Trouble: 
So that there is too much Reafon to believe, that many 
Ships, €c. which have been fuppoied to have foundered, 
have met with that Fate. 

South Carolina, June 15. The Spanifh Pirates, who ftile 
themfelves Guarda Cufa’s, having Commifiions for that 
Purpofe, are very rife in and about the Gulph of Florida, 
taking all they can méet with: -And the French fettled in 
Hifpaniola, {eeing the Succefs which has attended thefe 
Guarda Cofta's, are come into the fame Way; it being 
fuflicient Caufe for Condemnation to be found nearethe 
Coalts of the one or the other, which it is impoflible to 
avoid in trading to the Ifland of Jamaica. The Charistte, 
Ebenezer Simmons Matter, coming lately from Famaica for 
this Province, met with a Storm of Wind in the Windward 
Paffage, by which her Sails were {plit, and fhe received fo 
much Damage, as forced her near the French Coaft; for 
which Caufe a French Sloop thought fit to take and carry 
her off; and the poor Matter, having found Means to 
efcape, is jult arrived here, to give an Account of his 
Misfortune.

Sunday arrived the Mails from France and Flanders. . 
we, Aug. 18. We have nothing new to write this 

gape Pa the grand Affair of the Expedition to 
Ztaly; but are impatient for the Return of an Exprets from 
Paris, till when we thall remain in the fame State of Un- 
certainty ——Our two Ea/f-India Ships, lately taken by 
the Algerine Corfairs, and releafed by the good Manage- 
ment of Commodore Schryver, are returned into the Texe/, 
inftead of proceeding for the Indies; having been no far- 
ther than within Sight of the Canaries, where, it feems, the 
Crews took it into their Heads, that upon their Arrival in 
India, they thould be made to pay what they were forced 
to give the Algerines for their Dilcharge and thereapos 
they refufed to go any farther, and obliged their Officers to 
turn about and come home, in hopes of obtaining “ hat 
they call Juftice againit them, whom they treat with all the 
Freedom they pleafe. They now lit in the Texel, none rf 
them daring to come on Shore ;_ but we have learned theie 
Circumftances from Letters, and fhal] hear more as foon as 
they are at Liberty to {peak ——Mean while, their Higd- 
Mightinefes fent for a Deputation of the Eaft- India Com 
pany, to give them an Account of their Negligence in not 
providing their Ships with the requifite Mediterranean 
Paffes. The Afembly of Seventeen, now met at Amfer- 
dam, expeing (as they well might) a fevere Reprimand, 
fent three of their Members, whom they judged, perhaps, 
the moft capable of bearing it; and theie being in Conte- 
rence with their High-Mightinefis Committce, they were 
interrogated, How it came about, that thofe Ships went to Sea 
without Pafports? They anfwered; It was nut their Fa ult; 
Sor that it was ordered by a Majority of Voiees in the Affembly 
at Amfterdam, that they foould be furnilbed with Pajports. 
“ This is a pleafant Government indeed, replicd Mynheer 
« S d, where Men aft in dire? Contradiction to what 
“© the Majority injoins!” The Deputies made a very awk- 
ward Excufe, and threw the Fault upon a Clerk: W here- 
upon they were ordered to deliver to their High-Mightinefes, 
on Monday next, the Anfwer, they had then made, in 
Writing, in order to be inferted in their Minutes, we will 
not fay, to the Company's Honour. Afterwards their 
High-Mightinefes Committee asked them, “ 1.Who ought, 
« in the Company's Opinion, to pay the 137,000 Fiurins 
* given to the Dey of Algiers; the Direétors, or the Pro 
‘« prietors? 2. What Prefent the Company defigned to 
** make to the faid Dey, by way of Acknowledgment 
© (which they think juft and neceflary) for his difcharging 
*¢ two Ships which he was not obliged to reflore, they 
« being good Prizes? 3. What Gratification the 4/embly 
** of Seventeen would make Commodore Schryver, who had 
** endangered his own Life, as well as that of the Dey, to 
«* get them their Ships again? Alfo, what Prefent they 
«* would give the Conful, who was very aflifting to the 
«* Commodore? And 4. At whofe Expence the faid 
« Affembly thought all thefe Things ought to be done?”
